Rabin called the signing “a his¬ 
torically unique moment,**- and 
said the treaty would be a “corner¬ 
stone for a new Middle East, in 
which this cooperation will serve 
to replace the hatred, violence, 
and war. 

“I believe that a new era has 
begun in the region, an era of 
cooperation along the longest bor¬ 
der Israel has with another state. 
This is a peace of understanding, 
of mutual respect, of hope, great 
hope for cooperation and prosper¬ 
ity between two peoples, between 
two countries - for regional devel¬ 


opment. on which to base stability 
and peace in the region/* 

Rabin and Hussein, addressing 
a joint news conference after the 
treaty was signed at Hashamiya 
Palace near Amman, said they 
agreed on what used to be the 
international boundary between 
Jordan and Mandatory Palestine 
with “tmunai minor border, 
rectifications/* 

“Nobody lost territory, every¬ 
body won," said Rabin. 

Regarding water, Rabin said 
they agreed on a solution to give 
more water to Jordan now and to 
increase water supplies to the fu¬ 
ture through major regional water 


projects once Middle East peace is 
achieved. 

“We bad to solve the [water] 
problems ... on short-term, medi¬ 
um. and long-term and we found all 
the solutions to this/’ Rabin said. 

Border arrangements include 
an exchange of territory. Thus, as 
specified in international law, Is¬ 
rael will keep agricultural land 
that is now being worked and will 
give Jordan other land in ex- 
change. Israel will lease the land 
in the Tsofar and Naharayim areas 
for 25 years, to an extendable 
agreement. 

A month after the signing of the 
peace treaty, ambassadors will be 


exchanged, a senior government 
official said. 

The accord came nearly three 
months after Hussein and Rabin 
meT at the White House on July 25 
to sign an historic declaration end¬ 
ing the state of war. 

As they opened green leather- 
covered folders to sign. Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres gave Hus¬ 
sein and Crown Prince Hassan 
Arab-style kisses on the cheeks. 

Throughout the 40-minute cere¬ 
mony and the news conference 
that followed, Hussein and Rabin 
warmly shook hands and smiled at 
each other constantly. 


Accord signing catches border area residents by surprise 


THE initialing of the agreement with Jor¬ 
dan apparently took Arava, Jordan Vak 
ley, and Beit She’an Valley residents by 
surprise,.and reactions ranged from cau¬ 
tious to optumstic-as 1 they tried.to fathom 
bow the accord would affect.them. 

: “It’s, too early to say ^anything." Dani 
Yonovitcb, the secretary of Kibbutz Yot- 
vata, to the Arava, said yesterday after- 
poon. “We have no mforiuaitiqn. We’re 
waiting to see what happens." 

’ The 650 Yotvata members had no idea 
(he signing was imminent, be said. ". 
i At Moshav Idan to the upper Arava, 
many fanners broke off from tending 
their mango groves, vineyards, and vege¬ 
tables to watch the broadcast of the mt- 
tiafing deremohy, even thongfr nearly all 
the land they cultivate has been demand¬ 


ed by the Jordanians. 

... “We are very happy that there is peace. 
It makes my heart happy and is exciting, 
but there are still a Jot of questions/* said 
Idan member Micbal Rubin. 

^There’s a lot of confusion. At first we 
thought .we’d have to give up our land; 
-then, we heard via. the radio that we 
wouldn’t; and now on the news they’re 
saying that we will after all; We really 
don’t know what’s going on.” 

Rubin, like many of her neighbors, said 
she felt the agreement was rushed 
through by Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
"to supply the public with some good news 
after the Wadxsman kidnapping and mur¬ 
der last week. 

At Kibbutz Eflot, just north of Eilat, 
the feeling was for more optimistic. “We

don't have lands or agriculture which 
could be affected, so we’re not too con¬ 
cerned/’ said secretary Avi Ran. “I think 
nearly every one here is happy with the 
peace with Jordan and we have big ideas 
about [tourist] development/’ 

Beit Sbe’an Valley Regional Council 
chairman Yigal Shahar was equally enthu¬ 
siastic about the signing. 

“We are witnessing an historic mo¬ 
ment, which involves the removal of the 
barbed wire fences, the destruction of 
mine fields and the construction of new 
roads between one country and another. 
It’s a whole new and exciting ball game,” 
said Shahar. 

Shahar was bom and raised on Kibbutz 


Maoz Haim, opposite the former Sheikh 
Hussein Bridge where a new border cross¬ 
ing is being constructed. 

After the Six Day War. he said, “We 
suffered from the War of Attrition, and 
my children literally grew up in bomb 
shelters until the Jordanians kicked the 
PLO out in 1970, in what was called Black 
September. 

“Now, what was for years a kind of 
distant dream is being turned into a reali¬ 
ty and soon, in the next year or two, I 
folly expect to see car and trucks passing 
freely between Jordan and Haifa Port.” 

His comments were echoed by Niv La¬ 
is b, a member of Kibbutz Kinneret. who 
also grew up to the shadow of Katyusha 
rockets fired by Palestinians from Jorda¬ 
nian territory during the War of Attrition. 


“As a member of the generation that 
had to live in bomb shelters as children 
because of the rockets, I can certainly 
appreciate peace/’ said Laish, head of rhe 
tourism department of the Jordan Valley 
Regional Council. 

Real peace, he said, is something 
“which we deeply believe will give a tre¬ 
mendous boost to development in all 
fields, for the benefit of the Jordanians 
and ourselves. 

“The lands over which there may be a 
dispute with Jordan cannot be compared 
to the Golan Heights. Everybody, virtu¬ 
ally without exception, folly supports 
peace with Jordan, but there is a marked 
split when it comes to the question of the 
Golan and peace with Syria/* said 
Laish.

' There have been Jews in Syria 
since biblical .times, and the com¬ 
munity was augmented by. a large 
fofhBt following the expulsion from 
Spain. Most of the Jews were con- 
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centrated to Damascus, and Alep¬ 
po, which has a synagogue that was 
to continuous use for more than 
1,600 years. The entire Aleppo 
community has now emigrated. 

There were some 15,000 Jews 
left to Syria after the establish¬ 
ment of Israel, at which point the 
community became hostages in 
the Arab-Israel conflict. About 
half of them succeeded in fleeing 
by the end of 1949. when emigra¬ 
tion, except for short interludes, 
was stopped. 

Nevertheless, the Syrian com¬ 
munity was not entirely cut off 
from the. rest of the Jewish world. 
UJA funds were funneled to the 
community monthly, through the 
American Jewish Joint Distribu¬ 
tion Committee. 

The first radical change in the 


attitude of the Syrian government 
was felt at the beginning of 1992, 
following talks between then US 
president George Bush and As¬ 
sad. This had been preceded by 
worldwide campaigns on behalf of 
Syrian Jewry. 

The exodus began in 1992, but 
was clearly linked to develop¬ 
ments to the peace process. It was 
also made conditional on the Jews 
refraining from going to Israel. 
Notwithstanding, clandestine 
aliya began a few months later. 

Yesterday evening, to a make¬ 
shift Ho Ion synagogue where 
many of the newcomers gather, 
the announcement of Hamra s ar¬ 
rival was received just before the 
evening service. 

"It is an historic moment. The 
rabbi was the only one who had 


access to Assad, and he was not in 
an easy position/* said Moni 
Baghdadi, head of the Organiza¬ 
tion of Syrian and Lebanese Jews. 

Most of the dozen or so new 
immigrants attending the prayers 


expressed pleasure. “It's impor¬ 
tant for all the Jews to come," said 
Moshe Arazi, who arrived here 
four months ago. 

But most worshipers showed no 
overt excitement. “We’ll believe it 
when we see him here,” one elder¬ 
ly man said skeptically. “Mean¬ 
while, we have to continue with 
our prayers." 


Five key 
points 
made 
agreement 
possible

FIVE key understandings made 
the peace treaty possible, a very 
senior official said in a briefing for 
reporters last night, as he dis¬ 
closed the main provisions of the 
accord. 

The five understandings 
reached are: The two countries 
will trade small parcels of territo¬ 
ry, and Israel would lease other 
areas from Jordan; Israel agreed 
to yield 50 million cu.m, of water 
and participate to projects that 
could yield 100 million cu.m, 
more; and Jordan agreed that its 
territory would not be a launching 
pad for third party attacks against 
Israel. 

Also. Israel will consult Jordan 
before it begins talks on the future 
of Palestinian refugees there in fi¬ 
nal status talks with the PLO, and 
the two countries will exchange 
embassies within a month after the 
treaty is ratified by the respective 
parliaments. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin phoned both Egyp¬ 
tian President Hosni Mubarak and 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat to 
brief them on the accord. Mu¬ 
barak informed Rabin that Syrian 
President Hafez Assad is flying to 
Cairo today, presumably to dis¬ 
cuss the implications of the treaty. 

Rabin also briefed leaders of 
the political opposition last night 
on the main points of the accord. 

Likud leader Binyamin Netan¬ 
yahu said that “the general direc¬ 
tion is positive. This shows peace 
can be made without unilateral 
concessions. Territory can be ex¬ 
changed. I still want to withhold 
comment on all the specifics, how¬ 
ever, until I study the wording/* 

The official 15-page text of foe 
treaty has not been released. 

According to the senior official, 
the main provisions are: 

■ Border demarcation: Israel 
will return over 300 sq. km. to 
Jordan. The two countries agreed 
to respect the 1922 British Man¬ 
date map, while Israeli farmers 
would not be forced off lands cur¬ 
rently being cultivated. Jordan ac¬ 
cepted some 30 sq. km. of the 
Arava in exchange for these lands. 

“We gave them inch for inch. 
Jordan did not lose an inch of 
territory." the official said. He ad¬ 
mitted Israel wrongfully seized 
Jordanian land in the Arava, say¬ 
ing it was fair for Israel to trade for 
such territory if it sought to keep 
some of these fields. 

Other areas will come under 
Jordan sovereignty, but be imme¬ 
diately leased back for 25 years, 
with an option to renew. They are: 
2,000 dunams fanned by Kibbutz 
Tsofar in the Arava and 800 dun¬ 
ams near the Yarmuk River called 
Naharayim. Israeli policemen will 
be allowed to enter the territory 
with weapons for self-defense. 

“One could have gone to arbi¬ 
tration/’ he said, “but it could 
have taken years,” alluding to 
Taba, when Israel lost its case af¬ 
ter years of wrangling. 

The official did not deny sugges¬ 
tions that this model of territorial 
exchange and leasing could be 
used as a precedent in negotia¬ 
tions with Syria.

Palestinians cool on Jordan-Israel peace 


PALESTINIANS yesterday accepted 
Israel’s peace treaty with Jordan 
without much enthusiasm, but with¬ 
out criticism.

Kessar: 
Flights 
to Jordan 
soon

COMMERCIAL fli gh ts to Jordan 
wiQ begin within six months, while 
charter flights will begin within 
weeks after a peace treaty is signed. 
Transport Minister Y Israel Kessar 
said yesterday. 

A delegation led by Civil Aviation 
Authority head Menahem Sharon is 
to meet with Jordanian representa¬ 
tives today in Akaba to discuss coor¬ 
dinating fligh ty he said. 

Kessar said there are still disagree¬ 
ments about the altitude at which 
Jordanian aircraft would be permitted 
to fly over Israel, and other issues 
relating to flying rights and ticket 
sales still have to be resolved 
However, the two countries have 
agreed on air traffic control proce¬ 
dures and aerial communications. 

The air agreement to be signed will 
specify that Israeli planes can cross 
Jor danian airspace, which wfll cut 
travel time on flig hts to the Far East 
by several hours. 

Also yesterday, Kessar told offi¬ 
cials of the Negev Development Au¬ 
thority that the amount of cargo 
bucked from the center of the country 
and the Dead Sea area to Eilat justi¬ 
fies the building of a rail line to the 
southern port city, saying such a rail 
line would “have a significant influ¬ 
ence on the economic development of 
the Middle East” 

The main obstacle to building such 
a line is linking it from the northern 
approaches of the city to the port, he 
said. 

Funding 
sought for 
joint 

water projects

WATER Commissioner Gideon Tsur 
and former agriculture minister Avra- 
ham Katz-Oz left for Europe yester¬ 
day to seek funding for two major 
Israeli/Jordanian water projects. 

The proposals envisage the con¬ 
struction of a dam along the Yarmuk 
River to create a reservoir of fresh 
water that could be tapped and used 
by die Jordanians. 

The dam is expected to cost some 
$100 million and would increase wa¬ 
ter resources in the area by as much 
70 million oun. a year. 

During the winter, when the Yar¬ 
muk is full, the water simply runs off 
into the Jordan River, then the Dead 
Sea. The dam would catch some of 
the flood water and store it for year- 
round use. 

The second project is for the estab¬ 
lishment of a desalination unit on the 
northern shores of the Kinneret to 
produce fresh water from three brine 
springs. 

At the moment, the water from the 
springs is pumped into a canal which 
runs from the site around the western 
shore of the Kinneret and flows into 
the Jordan south of Kibbutz Deganya 
Alef. 

This project would cost around 
$50m. and would be capable of pro¬ 
ducing 20 million cum. oF water a 
year. 

Tsur and Katz-Oz are to meet in 
Luxembourg with heads of the World 
Bank and the European Community 
to try and raise funds for the projects.

1,25 ?. respondents by the Center for 
Palestine Research and Studies in 
Nablus on Sunday indicated that 60% 
of Palestinians want an independent 
state. But the poll also indicated that 
58% of Jerusalem's .Arab residents 
prefer union or confederation with 
Jordan. In Nablus and Tulkarm, slight 
majorities also support union or con¬ 
federation over an independent state.

Jordanian businessman 
expects many tourists 
from both countries

A FLOW of tourists between Israel 
and Jordan is likely immediately after 
the signing of a peace treaty between 
the two countries, a Jordanian busi¬ 
nessman said yesterday. 

“I believe a lot of Jordanians will 
come to visit Israel - some to visit 
their families and others because they 
have heard such a lot about Israel and 
will want to see it for themselves," 
said Rami Qutub. 

“Once the formal peace treaty is 
signed, I forecast a lot of tourism 
movement between the two coun¬ 
tries,” said Qutub, who lives in 
Amman. 

Qutub was in Tiberias to attend the 
“Go Galilee" tourism convention, 
aimed at promoting tourism to the 
Galilee and Jordan Valley regions. 

Qutub is an agent in Jordan for the 
Arkia tourism mid airline company, 
which recently started twice-weekly 
trips to Jordan, with overnight stays 
in Akaba, for foreign tourists and 
Israelis with dual passports. Passen¬ 
gers are flown to Eilat and then taken 
by bus across the border. 

“We have been good neighbors for 
many years and there have never been 
any major problems, and I have been 
told this by Israeli friends,” said Qu¬ 
tub, who is also helping to promote 
direct .trade routes between Jordan 
and Haifa and Ashdod ports. 

“Such direct routes can save a lot 
of time and money, while our port in 
Akaba, for instance, can be used for 
goods that are coming to Israel and 
Jordan from the Far East. 

“I believe that peace will create 
many opportunities and jobs in tour¬ 
ism and other fields for the benefit of 
both our peoples,” said Qutub.

the course of the convention. 

The proposals, which have already 
been outlined in principle to repre¬ 
sentatives of the World Bank, envis¬ 
age the flooding of a disputed area of 
land opposite Kibbutz Ashdot 
Ya'acov. 

The land in question covers an area 
of 5,000 dunams and includes the 
former Jewish settlement of Tel Or, 
which was abandoned after the War 
of Independence, and an island be¬ 
tween toe Jordan and Yarmuk rivers 
which is claimed by Jordan. 

Under the ambitious scheme, 1,000 
dunams of the land near the disused 
Rntenberg hydroelectric plant would 
be flooded to form a huge lake. This, 
in turn, would also raise the level of 
the Jordan and Yarmuk rivers to the 
north, allowing a whole range of wa¬ 
ter sports and recreation facilities in 
the region. 

As part of the project, expected to 
cost $140 mfllion, a casino would be 
built on a man-made island in the 
heart of the lake and hotels construct¬ 
ed nearby with an 18-hole golf course 
and adjacent holiday village. 

The scheme, however, is depen¬ 
dent on a major project to dean the 
southern readies of the Jordan River 
and establish sewage networks and 
treatment plants in the region. This 
alone, coupled with excavation work 
to create the proposed lake, would 
cost about half— $70 million — of the 
total sum. 

Initiators of the proposals, from 
Kibbutz Ashdot Ya'acov and the Jor¬ 
dan Valley Regional Council, said the 
World Bank representatives had ex¬ 
pressed an interest in helping finance 
the initial stages of the project, and 
several entrepreneurs had been work¬ 
ing on studying the feasibility of the 
plans,

■ Water. Israel agreed to yield 
40 milli on ca.m. of Yarmuk River 
water annually, and 10 million 
cu.m, more will be provided 
through desalination of brackish 
water sources near die Kinneret 
No water will be taken from the 
Kinneret itself, as Israel fears this 
would be a ted precedent in future 
talks with Syria. 

Beyond this 50 million cujxl, 
the two countries will construct 
two dams on die Yarmuk and Jor¬ 
dan rivers. Israel is not responsible 
for financing these projects, but 
will approach other countries to 
ask for financing. Another 50 mfl- 
lkm cm may be found should 
the regional development “visions 
of [Foreign Minister Shimon] 
Peres” succeed, the official said, 
but “we did not commit 
ourselves.” 

■ Security threats: Jordan wfll 
neither join alliances against Israel 
nor will it let its territory serve as a 
launching pad for attacks. Jordan 
also agreed that it will not allow 
third parties to deploy inside its 
territory in ways that threaten Is¬ 
rael, and vice versa. 

Israel originally wanted to for¬ 
bid foreign forces from ever enter¬ 
ing Jordan, but settled on more 
genera] wording to satisfy con¬ 
cerns that such broad language 
would rule out joint maneuvers 
with the US. 

The official hinted fiat fie same 
wording used in the Israel-Egyp- 
tian peace treaty to offset the 1954 
Arab League collective security 
agreement would be repeated in 


this treaty. 

■ Refugees: Israel agreed to 
consult with Jordan before it nego¬ 
tiates the fate of refugees from 
1948 ifl final-status talks with the 
Palestinians. Those talks are 
scheduled to begin less than two 
years from now. At least half the 
Jordanian population is 
Palestinian. 

This marts the second time that 
Rabin is officially making Jordan a 
player in the final-status talks with 
the PLO. In July's Washington 
Declaration, Israel said it would 
take into consideration Jordan's 
special status in safeguarding of 
Moslem holy places in Jerusalem. 
The treaty reaffirms the Language 
of the Washington Declaration mi 
Jerusalem. 

It also reaffirms the commit¬ 
ments made in the Camp David 
and Oslo accords on Palestinians 
displaced by the Six Day War - 
that Israel, Jordan, the. Palestin¬ 
ians, and Egypt wfll their 

future. 

■ Normalization: The official 
suggested there are no disagree¬ 
ments over die two basic elements 
of normalization — diplomatic rela¬ 
tions and tourism. 

According to die treaty, embas¬ 
sies will be established a month 
after ratification. Jordan and Isra¬ 
el are both eager to create tourism 
packages, especially for tourists 
from third cooniries. 

The senior official said he be¬ 
lieved the peace treaty would im¬ 
prove the prospects for peace be¬ 
tween, Israel and its other Arab 
neighbors, including Syria.

Expert predicts warm 
peace with Jordan

THE peace initialed yesterday will 
likely be “very warm” because Jor¬ 
dan is the only country in foe region 
that views Israel as a major asset for 
its own people, according to Prof. 
Dan Scbueftan, a Haifa University 
specialist on Israell-Jordanian 
relations. 

“The peace won’t be warm with 
the intellectual elite, or with foe fun¬ 
damentalists, but if yon look at foe 
political elite, we will have'.very 
wanzi relations. much better than 
with Egypt - because nothing warms 
people more than a common enemy,” 
he said. The common enemy is foe 
irredenfism of foe PLO, he added. 

According to Scfaneftan, foe PLO 
has always masted that it is the sole 
representative of the Palestinian peo¬ 
ple, including those living in Jordan. 
Some maintain that Palestinians 
make up two-thirds of Jordan’s 
population. 

“The PLO has remained an irre¬ 
dentist movement, both westward to¬ 
ward Israel, and eastward toward the 
Hashemite Kingdom,” said Schuef- 
tan. Since it is mote difficult far the 
FLO to carry out irredentist designs 
against Israel, Jordan is the natural 
target, he said. 

“Tlx: danger for Jordan is more 
i m medi ate than for Israel You could 
have a situation where the govern¬ 
ment in Jordan is seen as redundant. 
Right now, the PLO is busy digesting 
Gaza. The next step wfll be to digest 
foe West Bank, then east Jerusalem. 
They never said that once they have 


digested what they have been given 
they will not try to make their claim 
to represent all foe Palestinians more 
that just a slogan.” 

Another common interest, Schuef- 
tan said, is not allowing an eastern 
front against Israel, which he said 
would pose an existential danger to 
Jordan. 

- “From a Jordanian point of view. 
If Saddam Hussetr^, the banians, and 
Syrians establish Weastern front, foe 
only place for them to deploy is an 
the East Bank, in this case, Jordan 
would cease to exist, whatever the 
outcome of a confrontation.” 

Although this confluence of inter¬ 
ests has existed for years, only now 
can Hussein malm peace without en¬ 
dangering his regime. 

“In the 1950s and 1960s, he could 
not do it because everyone had radi¬ 
cal attitudes, and any accommodation 
would have undermined his regime.” 

In the *70s, Jordan could not have 
survived being the first Arab country 
to make peace with Israel, and it took 
Egypt - much stronger and more 
powerful-to be the first “Only now 
that the rest of the Arab world has 
crane to foe conclusion that there is 
no other alternative, is Hussein afr la 
to move.” 

Scfaneftan said it is likely that 
“strategic cooperation” will now de¬ 
velop. “I wouldn’t be surprised if 
there is high intelligence cooperation. 
I would not be surprised if Israel tries 
to strengthen Jordan wherever 
posable.”

PALESTINIANS say Israel made 
the right derision to return to nego¬ 
tiations on Palestinian electi on s 
and redeployment In the 
territories.

Palestinian Police releases prisoners ° 


THE Palestinian Police yesterday 
began releasing the first of some 
250 Hamas activists imprisoned 
since last week, while supporters 
marched to Gaza Central Prison 
for the second day demanding 
their freedom. 

Police sources revealed that 
more than 50 prisoners were re¬ 
leased yesterday and said many 
more would be released today. 

The anger which had b»ro di¬ 
rected at Israel for not releasing 
the 200 prisoners demanded by the 
abductors of Nahshon Wachsman 
was now directed at the Palestin¬ 
ian Authority. They were angry 
not only because of the prisoners, 
but because of reported collabora¬ 
tion between Palestinian and Is¬ 
rael i security services against 
Hamas. 

A leaflet issued by Hamas yes¬ 
terday claimed, “The intelligence 
of the autonomy police reached 
the Zionists and took them to the 
place of foe mujahadeen. We ex¬ 
press onr disappointment and 
anger.” 

An estimated 10,000 Islamic 
militants, some shooting in the air, 
marched to foe prison to demand 
the release of prisoners. The 
crowd, more than twice as big as 
one which marched foe previous 
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day, carried banners, green flags, 
and pictures of Hamas leader 
Sheikh Ahmed Yassin. 

The marchers were met by po¬ 
lice wearing helmets and brandish¬ 
ing plastic riot shields. Some of the 
protesters shouted demands for 
the resignation of security forces 
command er Gen. Nasser Yusef. 

Dr. Mahmoud Zahar, a Hamas 
spokesman, who earlier had de¬ 
nied any link with the military arm 
of Hamas, walked with other polit¬ 
ical leaders accompanying gun-tot¬ 
ing youths who shouted, “We are 
foe fi ghting anils. We are Izzadin 
Rassam.” ... 

Ismail Haniye, Sheikh. Ahmed 
Baiter, and other Hamas notables 
walked with the father of slain kid¬ 
napper Salah Jadallah. Hassan 
Abbas, the Hamas gunman lolled 
by border policemen during the 
terrorist attack in Jerusalem last 
Sunday, was also represented by 
family members in the march from 
JadaUah’s house. 

Despite foe harsh verbal attacks 
on foe police, the crowd, one of 
foe largest seen in Gaza, acted 
with restraint 

One police colonel, whose resig¬ 
nation was demanded by Hamas 


because he bad fired in the air to 
keep demonstrators away from the 
prison foe day before, was sus¬ 
pended from duty. 

Israeli security sources have ex¬ 
pressed satisfaction with foe Pales¬ 
tinian Police’s handling of Hamas 
protests. 

Yesterday morning Hamas sup¬ 
porters blocked Morag junction, 
threw stones at soldiers and an 
Israeli bus, and were dispersed by 
Palestinian policemen who fired in 
the air. On Sunday, Palestinian 
Police units dispersed 200 students 
from the Islamic University who 
besieged an IDF post near 
Netzarim. 

The IDF called the Palestinian 
Police and - according to Gush 
Katif spokeswoman Datia 
Hershkowitz - together dispersed 
the rioters by firing into foe air. 

Hershkowitz said that, taken to¬ 
gether, the incidents which both 
took place at areas under IDF con¬ 
trol “show that the IDF must take 
a tougher stand” to control the 
areas under its authority. 

Hershkowitz said these inci¬ 
dents stem from an IDF policy to 
let the Palestinian Police deal with 
foe rioting.

! A BOMB exploded in the offices 
; of Russia's top-selling daily news¬ 
paper yesterday, killing a reporter 
who was planning to reveal infor¬ 
mation on illegal" arms trading to 
parliament. 

Dmitry Kholodov died of inju¬ 
ries suffered in the blast in the 
office of Moskoisky Komsomo- 
leis, chief editor Pavel Gusev said. 
Another reporter suffered minor 
injuries. 

Kholodov. 27. recently had re¬ 
ceived threatening letters and 
phone calls, apparently because of 
articles he wrote while covering 
the military beat. Gusev said. 

He had written several stories 
exposing corruption in the mili¬ 
tary and was scheduled to give 
testimony soon to the State Duma 
or lower house of parliament, the 
newspaper said. 

The reporter had just picked up 
a package from a locker at Kazan 
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railway station after being told it 
contained documents confirming 
that officials in the Russian army 
illegally sold weapons in Germa¬ 
ny. Sergei Bogdanov of the Feder¬ 
al Counterintelligence Service 
said. 

When he opened the package, it 
blew up. authorities said. 

Employees said it took -M3 min¬ 
utes for an ambulance to arrive at 
the newspaper building in central 
Moscow. 

Gusev said today's edition 
would be devoted to Kholodov, 
and said the newspaper would not 
be intimidated by the attack. 

"We will tell the entire truth." 
he said. 

Agents from Russia's Federal 
Counterintelligence Service. 


which itself had been the subject 
of Kholodov's critical reports, 
joined police in investigating the 
explosion. 

President Boris Yeltsin offered 
his condolences in a statement and 
expressed "solidarity with inde¬ 
pendent journalists fulfilling their 
debt to civil society and working 
toward a democratic Russia." 
Moscow Mayor Yuri Luzhkov 
condemned the killing as “an en¬ 
croachment on democracy and 
Freedom of the press.” 

TTie news produced shock and 
concern at other Moscow newspa¬ 
pers. Journalists at two top dailies. 
Segodnya and Izvesna. and the 
ITAR-Tass news agency said they 
were unaware of any other death 
threats. 

"This is horrible, terrifying," 
said Nikolai Burbigo, military re¬ 
porter for Izvestia. "We must all 
watch ourselves." 


FBI wiretapped sheikh 
accused of terrorism

TEN days before the bombing at 
the World Trade Center, the FBI 
began secretly recording the tele¬ 
phone conversations of radical 
cleric Sheikh Omar Abdel-Rah- 
man because they suspected he 
was involved in the planning of 
terrorist activities, according to 
court papers and law enforcement 
sources. 

The wiretaps, cited in court doc¬ 
uments. are the first acknowledg¬ 
ment that the government was ac¬ 
tively building a case against 
Abdel-Rahman just before the 
February 26. 1993, explosion that 
killed six and injured ocer a 
thousand. 

FBI sources have confirmed 
that in 1993 they had been investi¬ 
gating the sheikh and Mahmud 
Abouhalima, who was convicted 
last spring of the World Trade 
Center bombing, but they said the 
case was dosed six weeks before 
the bombing due to lack of 
evidence. 

FBI surveillance photos also re¬ 
veal that three alleged terrorists, 
now suspected in the 1990 assassi¬ 
nation of militant Rabbi Meir Ka- 
hane. were under investigation 
even before Kahane was mur¬ 
dered, New York Newsday has 
learned. Yet. after the murder, 
authorities quickly announced it 
was the work of a lone gunman 
and not part of a conspiracy. 

Although he is not charged with 
plotting the blast or murder. Abd¬ 


el-Rahman is charged with head¬ 
ing a terrorist organization that 
carried out the World Trade Cen¬ 
ter bombing and conspired to 
blow up the Lincoln arid Holland 
Tunnel. 

He is also charged with plotting 
to kill Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

Opening arguments in the trial 
of Abdel-Rahman and 13 others 
charged in the conspiracy are ex¬ 
pected to begin in January. 

Meanwhile. The New York 
Times reported yesterday that evi¬ 
dence that helped send one man to 
prison for conspiring to bomb the 
WTC may be faulty. 

Handwriting analyses indicate 
Ahmad M. Ajaj did not make 
handwritten notes in a notebook 
that the government used to link 
the Palestinian to the bombings. 

the Times reported. 

Ajaj. who was in prison when 
the bomb went off and did not 
testify at his trial, is planning an 
appeal, the newspaper said.” He 
received a 240-year sentence. 

The Times 'said its investigation 
of Ajajs story has unearthed 
sources and facts that "raise 
doubts about interpretations of 
the evidence presented by the 
prosecutors.” 

Prosecutors told the Times that 
the account Ajaj gave the paper 
was a self-serving attempt to influ¬ 
ence public opinion.

Book reveals 
Nicole Simpson 
had an affair 
with O .J.’s 
football pal 

NEW YORK (Reuter) - A book to 
he released this week says Nicole 
Simpson, the ex-wife of O.J. Simp¬ 
son, had an affair with his friend 
and fellow football star Marcus Al¬ 
len. New York newspapers report¬ 
ed yesterday. 

The book, written by Nicole 
Simpson's friend Faye Resnkk, 
also reveals the couple argued on 
the evening of June 12, when O.J. 
Simpson is alleged to have killed 
Ills ex-wife and her friend, Ronald 
Goldman, Newsday reported. 

Simpson. 47, has pleaded not 
guilty to the murders. Nicole Simp¬ 
son and Goldman were found 
stabbed to death outside her luxu¬ 
ry town house in the Brentwood 
area of Los Angeles. 

The New York Post carried a 
front-page headline “Nicole had 
affair with OJ. Pal” on its report 
about the book entitled Nicole 
Brown Simpson: The Private Dia¬ 
ry Of a Life interrupted," pub¬ 
lished by Dove Books and in book¬ 
stores tomorrow. 

It said Resnkk told Nicole Stuap- 
son “trouble isn’t a big enough 
word to cover this kind of forbid¬ 
den relationship.” The Post story 
said the affair began In the spring 
of 1992, when Nicole Simpson was 
separated from O.J. Simpson and 
Allen was engaged to be married. 

The Daily News said Simpson 
knew about the affair but re¬ 
mained friends with Alien. 

According to Newsday , the 
book reveals O.J. Simpson and 
his ex-wife bad a showdown on 
the night of the murders at their 
daughter Sydney's dance recital, 
when Nicole reportedly objected 
to his presence there and told 
him. “F— ofT. Get away from us! 
Get out of my life! You're not 
welcome in this family 
anymore!” 


Poland awards medal to Wiesenthal 

WARSAW l Reuter) - Polish President Lech Walesa yesterday awarded 
vereran Nazi-hunter Simon Wiesenihal with the Commander's Cross of 
the Polonia Restituta Order, one of Poland's highest civil awards, to 
honor his life’s work, and praised Wiesenthal’s long fight for justice. 

"Justice above ail means not punishing the innocent. But it is also 
means the guilty not escaping punishment. You have given half a 
centuiy of your life so that justice was done.” Walesa told Wiesenthal. 

Wiesenthal, 85, arrived in Poland on Sunday for a brief visit at 
Walesa's invitation.

Queen Elizabeth’s arrival on historic visit 
to Russia overshadowed by family furor 


MOSCOW (Reuter) - Queen Elizabeth ar¬ 
rived in Moscow yesterday on a ground-break¬ 
ing visit meant to bury Anglo-Russian Cold 
War enmity but already overshadowed by a 
royal family furor over a biography of her heir. 
Prince Charles. 

The queen, with her husband Prince Philip, 
who Charles has blamed in a new biography for 
making his life unhappy, were taken to Mos¬ 
cow's renowned Bolshoi Theatre by their host. 
President Boris Yeltsin, for a performance of 
Giselle. 

"For Russia this visit is the utmost recogni¬ 
tion that our country is on the road to democ¬ 
racy,” Yeltsin told reporters. 

The four-day trip, the first visit to Russia by 
any reigning British monarch, is designed to 
cement Angjo-Russian ties after decades of 
Cold War hostility. 

Wrapped in a brown mink coat to shield her 
from the icy autumn air. the queen was met at 
Vnukovo VIP airport by Russian officials, na¬ 
tional anthems and a military parade. 

President Boris Yeltsin, who is to pay the 68- 
year-old queen a rare tribute for visitors by 
accompanying her to the old imperial capital 


St. Petersburg at the end of the four-day visit, 
welcomed his guests in the ornate St. George's 
Hall. 

By accepting Yeltsin's 1992 invitation to vis¬ 
it, tbe queen indicated her family has now 
forgiven the land which toppled its last czar, 
Nicholas n, her first cousin twice removed, in 
1917 and shot him a year later. The queen's 
grandfather. King George V, the czar's first 
cousin, refused to give Nicholas n asylum a 
year earlier. 

Philip, 73. said in an interview published 
yesterday with London’s Doily Telegraph that 
the slaughter of the Romanovs was part of his 
family's folklore. 

"But I don't Look at this as a family occa¬ 
sion,” Philip said. “We went through this 
whole drama of the collapse of the Marxist 
state and now we see the gradual recombin¬ 
ing of countries ... there is tremendous 
potential.” 

Despite the historical symbolism, the 
queen's arrival was clouded by embarrassment 
after Charles, in a biography serialized on Sun¬ 
day, blamed his domineering father for child¬ 
hood misery and for forcing him into a loveless 


union with Princess Diana. 

Buckingham Palace aides in Moscow spent 
the day limiting damage caused by the latest 
upset. 

Scandal-hunting British newspapers said the 
queen was so vexed by the Charles biography, 
which portrays his marriage as a charade from 
its glittering start in 1981, that she took the rare 
step of authorizing her officials to make public 
her irritation. 

"This is absolute nonsense,” a palace 
spokesman said. “This book has been in prepa¬ 
ration for two years and it hardly comes as a 
shock to the queen.” 

Some royal watchers wondered what effect 
Charles’ latest outpourings would have on a 
monarchy reeling from scandals about his adul¬ 
tery and allegations his wife got her own back 
in a five-year affair with a cavalry officer. 

But Philip, interviewed by Britain's Daily 
Telegraph, amid the rumors of a deep rift be¬ 
tween him and Charles, said he believed the 
monarchy was safe. 

“We, for the last 1,000 years or more, have 
had a hereditary system. If it's lasted as long as 
that, it can’t be all that bad,” he said. 


Six-year-old Oslo boys^ suspected of killing girl 


OSLO (AP) - A five-year-old 
Norwegian girl was taunted, 
abused and finally kicked to death 
over the weekend, allegedly by 
her six-year-old playmates, police 
and news media reported yesrer- 
day. 

The girl, Silje Marie Reder- 
gard, was found dead in a play¬ 
ground Saturday in a suburb of 
Trondheim, a town on Norway's 
western coast about 375 kilome¬ 
ters from the capital Oslo. 

Police and families in the com¬ 
munity were stunned. A school 
principal called the killing more 
shocking than the murder of a 
British toddler, James Bulger, by 
two 10-year-olds last year in Liv¬ 
erpool, England. 

"It is a tragedy for the girl’s 
family and the others involved,” 
police chief Per Marum told the 
national q,ews agency NTB. 

If the girl's male playmates 


turn oat to be guilty, Marum 
said, "this is not a matter for the 
police but for -the social 
authorities.” 

The boys have not been charged 
with any crime, because Norwe¬ 
gian law does not allow murder 
charges against minors. At least 
one has left police custody and 
gone home. 

According to Norwegian and 
Swedish media, the three boys and 
Silje were playing together Satur¬ 
day morning. 

At one point, according to the 
Oslo newspaper Verdens Gang, 
the boys persuaded Silje to take 
off her clothes. They then decided 
“to be mean” to her, according to 
Verdens Gang and the Swedish 
newspaper Expressen. 

The boys took turns pushing 
Silje and jumping on the crying 
child. At one point she stopped 
crying, Expressen said. 


One bay allegedly picked up a 
stone and hit her with it on tbe 
head and body, Verdens Gang 
said. The. boys told police they 
held Silje down by the arms and 
legs and lacked her. 

Police have not said what trig¬ 
gered the attack or what may have 
led the suspects to be so vicious. 

"The last tiring on earth that I 
could have imagined was that my 
little son could have participated 
in something like this,” said the 
unidentified mother of one boy, 
quoted by Expressen. 

“This is terrible,” she said, "but 
my son suffers too. He believes 
that people can get bade up after 
being beaten down.” 

The boys initially had blamed 
some teenagers who were seen 
near the playground. But under 
seven hours of questioning, they 
broke down and recounted their 
actions. 


Ghunnel passenger 
-lines open Nov. 14 

LONDON - Eurostar high-speed 
passenger trains will link London 
with Paris and Brussels through 
the Channel tunnel beginning No¬ 
vember 14, at prices little cheaper 
than plane tickets, rail companies 
said on Monday. 

Eurostar services start six 
months after President Francois 
Mitterrand and Queen Elizabeth 
inaugurated the tunnel, the first 
land link since the Ice Age be¬ 
tween France and Britain. 

In sterling, round-rrip fares 
range from £95 (S152) for tickets 
bought 14 days in advance to £195 
($312) for a first class round trip, 
including meals. 

These introductory feres are 
slightly higher than the cheapest 
round-trip tickets on British Air¬ 
ways, at £83, ($133), but lower 
than standard fares of £270 (S432).

Iraqi 

parliament 
backs Saddam, 
but silent 
on Kuwait 

BAGHDAD (Reuter) - Iraq’s 
parliament ended a special ses¬ 
sion yesterday by backing Presi¬ 
dent Saddam Hussein’s handling 
of its. troubled relations with the 
United Nations but not revealing 
if it had accepted a UN demand 
. for recognition of Kuwait. 

The official Iraqi News Agency 
said the 250-member body had 
reiterated support for steps taken 
by Saddam, who last week en¬ 
dorsed a Russian plan to recog¬ 
nize Kuwait's new borders in re¬ 
turn for a lifting of the ban on 
Iraq’s oil exports in six months. 

.. “The assembly renews its sup¬ 
port of the steps taken by Presi- 
- ident'-Saddam. JBngsrin to ensure 
Iraq’s sovereignty and security 
and all its, rights—in the forefront 
to lift the unfair embargo on the 
Iraqi people,” the IN A statement 
said. 

The session ended as Russian 
Foreign Minister Andrei Kozyrev 
was proposing the plan to the Unit¬ 
ed Nations in New York that would 
have Iraq recognize Kuwait. 

Also at the United Nations, 
Iraq's Deputy Prime Minister 
Tareq Aziz said Baghdad's recog¬ 
nition of Kuwait “was under con¬ 
sideration** but gave ho details on 
when this would be carried out. 

Following the parliamentary 
session in Baghdad, it was not 
stated if recognition of the Ku¬ 
waiti borders set by the United 
Nations after the 1991 Golf War 
was discussed but members of 
parliament told reporters before 
the start of the session that Ku¬ 
wait was expected to be high on 
the agenda. 

One member said parliament 
would debate a recommendation 
by the Revolutionary Command 
Council, Iraq’s highest body, to 
accept Kuwait as a sovereign 
state within the border demarcat¬ 
ed after Iraqi occupation troops 
were driven out in 1991. 

“I think the matter is over. We 
will have to coexist as two sover- 
ogn and independent states,” he 
said. No Iraqi leader has accepted 
the Independence of Kuwait, 
which was described by Saddam 
as Iraq’s 19th province. 

However, Britain and the Unit¬ 
ed States - two of the five perma¬ 
nent members of the Security 
Council - had already described 
acceptance of the Kuwaiti border 
as only satisfying one of a number 
of l/N resolutions. 


ANGOLA’S government and the rebels it has 
fought for 19 years have agreed on a peace 
treaty, the chief UN negotiator announced yes¬ 
terday. 

The pact, worked out in almost a year of 
negotiations in Lusaka, Zambia, would try to 
end a civil war that has survived despite previ¬ 
ous peace treaties, a national election and in¬ 
ternational pressure against the combatants. 

Alioune Blondan Beye, the UN special rep¬ 
resentative who mediated the protracted and 
sometimes struggling negotiations, said he was 
confident this agreement would mean lasting 
peace, and not unravel as did a truce the 
United Nations negotiated in 1991. 

“Thisrime we’re going to have direct inter¬ 
national! involvement, including tbe presence 
of UN peacekeepers. We bave also tried to 
address the deeper issues rather than just put a 
cease-fire in place,” Beye said. 

Negotiators from the government and the 
rebels flanked Beye at a news conference but 
did not speak. They appeared elated, joking 
and laughing together. 

The agreement covered 10 points, including 
a cease-fire, power sharing and the confining 
of disarmed rebel forces in barracks until they 
can be integrated into a new national army.

Under the treaty, a UN force of foreign 
troops would provide security while President 
Jose Eduardo dos Santos' government and the 
National Union for the Total Independence of 
Angola (UNITA) rebels carry out a power¬ 
sharing arrangement. 

A joint commission, comprising members of 
the government, the rebels and the United 
Nations, would oversee implementation of the 
agreement. Russia. Portugal and the United 
States would have observer status. 

The signing ceremony could occur near the 
time another war-ridden former Portuguese 
colony. Mozambique, holds its first multiparty 
election. 

With the United Nations playing prominent 
roles in both Angola and Mozambique, the 
two events would mark rare successes for the 
world body after a string of failures in Africa.

Aristide repeats calls for reconciliation 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 
- President Jean-Bertraad Aris¬ 
tide renewed his appeal for justice 
and reconciliation yesterday, just 
hours after a mob burned tbe 
home of the new army command¬ 
er's mother. 

The mob torched the house be¬ 
longing the mother of Maj.-Gen. 
Jean-Claude Duperval after a 
false rumor circulated late Sunday 
that Duperval had tried to assassi¬ 
nate Aristide. 

At least nine other houses and 
five stores also were burned in the 
city of Gonaives, including a 
house belonging to the grand¬ 
mother of former junta leader Lt. 
Col. Michel Francois. A grain de¬ 
pot owned by the Brandts, one of 
Haiti's richest families, was 
looted. 

Radio Signal-FM said US and 
Haitian soldiers arrested more 
than 100 people in putting down 
the violence in Gonaives. 

The violence illustrated the 
daunting challenge Aristide faces 
in bringing Haiti into a new era of 
democracy. 

Aristide summoned Duperval 
to the National Palace on Sunday 
to discuss how to dismantle the 
military, 'including cutting the 
army roster by 80 percent. 

As several hundred Haitians 
waited outside, unfounded rumors 
spread that foe army chief had 
tried to kill Aristide. 

„ When Duperval left, foe crowd 
yelled and angrily pounded on his 
car. Some in foe crowd carried 
sticks and machetes, shouting, 
“Give us Duperval! We don't 
want the army anymore!” 

A lottery kiosk owned Ity an 
army backer was ransacked during 
the demonstration, which lasted 
for several hours until US military 
officers told the crowd to go 
home. 

Today, enthusiastic crowds 
greeted Aristide in foe capital and 
even threatened to keep him from

like all modern societies.” Bu : 
when he attempted to leave in i 
motorcade for foe museum, thou¬ 
sands of cheering supporters 
mobbed foe vehicles, forcing therr 
back. 

After several minutes of consul¬ 
tations between U.S. and Haitian 
officials, the motorcade left 
through a back entrance and made 
its way to tbe museum. i 

On Sunday, two people were 
hacked to death as Aristide back¬ 
ers clashed with their former op¬ 
pressors. At least 3,000 people 
were killed under repressive mili- 1 
tary rule after Aristide was over¬ 
thrown in a September 1991 coup. 

In the Cite Soleil slum, foe Aris¬ 
tide stronghold often targeted by 
foe army, two dozen Aristide sup¬ 
porters went on a machete-wield¬ 
ing rampage Sunday against mem¬ 
bers of the Front for the 
Advancement and Progress of 
Haiti. That paramilitary group has 
lulled and brutalized many Aris¬ 
tide supporters. 

When foe vigilantes found one 
FRAPH member, Loireuis Fran¬ 
cois, they bloodied his wife’s face 
and tore her dress as she appealed 
to them to leave her husband 
alone. 

A neighbor persuaded them to 
leave. Less than two hours later, 
witnesses said, Francois came out¬ 
side and angrily whacked a ma¬ 
chete into foe first person he saw, 
a pull-cart driver named Jean, kill¬ 
ing him. 

The vigilantes returned and 
killed Francois, then burned a 
Haitian army helmet and a green 
olive drab uniform they found in 
his home. 

Aristide plans to trim the esti¬ 
mated 7,450-meraber armed 
forces to 1,500. although so many 
soldiers have deserted that the 
military’s current size is unclear. 
Some army officers accompanied 
coup leaders Raoul Cedras and 
Michel Francois into exile. 


South African township 
tense after massacre

KHAYEUTSHA, South Africa 
(AP) - Soldiers armed with 
automatic rifles stood guard 
yesterday at a glass-strewn 
township road where 11 blacks 
were shot to death and 14 
injured after a political rally. 

The attack Sunday after a 
joint rally of opposing political 
oiganizations was believed to be 
part of a violent conflict be¬ 
tween black taxi organizations 
in this township outside Cape 
Town. 

Members of rival taxi groups 
as well as bystanders were 
gunned down by 15 attackers 
who opened fire with AK-47 
rifles, 9mm pistols and other 
weapons as people were leaving 
a sports stadium. 

Two dozen police officers 
launched an investigation, and 
extra police and. soldiers 
patrolled potential flash points 


in the area, but no arrests were 
made. 

The massacre evoked 
memories of a taxi war over 
routes that raged for more than 
a year in Cape Town's black 
townships before the South 
Africa's first all-race election 
last April. Fighting ended with a 
merger between rival groups 
into the Congress of Democratic 
Taxi Associations (CODETA). 

Sunday’s attack was believed 
linked to rivalry between CO¬ 
DETA and the Cape Amalgam¬ 
ated Taxi Associations (CATA) 
a splinter group allied to the 
black militant Pan Africanist 
CoDgress.

E VEN King Hussein’s worst critics acknowl¬ 
edge his remarkable ability to survive in a 
volatile, turmoil-ridden,, and dangerous re¬ 
gion. Thai he has decided to sign a peace treaty 
with Israel is therefore significant, not only be¬ 
cause IS years after the conclusion of the Israel- 
Egypt peace agreement a second Arab country has 
entered the circle of peace. His decision means 
that even the most cautious and pragmatic of 
leaders feels that peace with Israel is a safe move, 
part of the wave of the future. 

Perhaps the most striking fact is that Hussein 
has reneged on his pledge to wait for other Arab 
countries - mostly Syria - to make corresponding 
steps before he signs on the dotted line. He has 
obviously reached the conclusion that deferring to 
Syria is no longer necessary for survival. This was 
not always the case. WheD Hussein showed signs 
of responding to Israeli overtures in the mid 
1980s, Syria brought it into line with terrorist 
strikes against Jordanian targets in Jordan and 
other countries. This time the Syrian reaction has 
been one of tadt acquiescence. 

The reason for this is that the economic future 
of both Jordan and Syria depends on normal 
relations with the West' The ultimate reward for 
signing a treaty with Israel is not the benefits of 
Israeli tourism, but American grants, loans, in¬ 
vestments, and technological assistance. The dif¬ 
ference the demise of the Soviet empire has made 
is not that Syria and other radical states cannot 
acquire arms from formerly Communist coun¬ 
tries, but that they cannot rely on them for eco¬ 
nomic assistance and trade. 

That Israelis of all political stripes are welcom¬ 
ing the treaty with Jordan is hardly surprising. 
Hussein is popular in Israel for the same reason he 
is popular throughout the West: he is a dignified, 
courteous, Western-educated man of the world 
with none of threatening qualities of the region's 
dictators. And although his rule is autocratic, its 
brutality cannot compare with the enormities of 
neighboring regimes. Even such major offenses as 
the unprovoked attack on Israel in 1967 and the 
Jordanian alliance with Saddam Hussein have 
been rationalized as acts of a small country co¬ 
erced into action by pressures from powerful 


dictators. 

But the main reason for the favorable Israeli 
response to the deal with Jordan is that its costs 
are relatively reasonable. No major, strategic ter¬ 
ritories are being forfeited, nor is the potential for 
terrorist activity being enhanced. In fact, the treaty 
mostly legitimates an illicit situation. What has 
been a secret affair for 27 years is now a public 
relationship. 

If there are any reservations about the agree¬ 
ment, they stem from the difficulty in believing 
that the government is being completely honest 
about its terms. That Israel, which suffers from a 
chronic water shortage, is relinquishing a large 
amount of water may be viewed as an acceptable 
risk. So is the acknowledgment of Jordanian sov¬ 
ereignty over tracts of land. 

But what precisely Amman expects to do about 
the hundreds of thousands of refugees who still 
profess an ambition to “return” to Israel is not 
dear. It would have been far more reassuring if an 
obligation to resettle them in permanent housing 
were undertaken by Jordan. 

Nor is it known to what extent Jordan is com¬ 
mitted to resisting the entry of another Arab army 
into its territory. As those who remember the 
details of the Gulf War know, it was not the Scuds 
which were deemed a threat to Israel’s security, 
but the possibility that an Iraqi army would cross 
the kingdom of Jordan and invade Israel. 

Finally, the most nagging thought about the 
treaty is the fact that it is being concluded with a 
ruler rather than a nation. Jordan may have a 
parliament, but it is not yet a democracy. As long 
as Hussein and his brother, Crown Prince Hassan, 
are in power, chances are the agreement will be 
kept. But unless they succeed in converting the 
kingdom into a true, stable, and representative 
democracy, the character and attitude of the re¬ 
gime which will follow them are unpredictable. 

True, the strength of the Islamic militants in 
Jordan has diminis hed since Iraq’s defeat in the 
war. But they still represent a powerful, unregen¬ 
erate element. It is the thought that, if a hostile 
regime takes over in Jordan, it will not have the 
advantage of strategic assets forfeited by Israel 
that mates the agreement particularly welcome. 


Mother of parliaments 


T HE mural over the entrance of the so-called 
parliament building in Baghdad names it 
“the Assembly of the Mother of All Bat¬ 
tles,” as near an admission as one could expect in 
Saddam City that it is the assembly of the mother 
of all lies. This little theater of the absurd played a 
new force to eager Iraq-watchere yesterday as it 
allegedly “debated” whether to extend recogni¬ 
tion to Kuwait 

Parliament speaker Saadi Mehdi Salah and For¬ 
eign Minister Mohammed Sahhaf took their 
places in military uniform and declared the assem¬ 
bly open, before immediately ordering it into 
closed session. This left the assembled media to 
foil back on the ever-present “analysts” to furrow 
their brows over this democratic exercise. One 
such was Dr. Mohammed Adhamy, a professor of 
history at Baghdad University, whose considered 
opinion was that, “If the session is devoted to 
recognizing Kuwait the motion would likely 
pass,” because members were keen to get UN 
sanctions on Iraq eased. 

Some reports did at least point out that the 
parliament merely rubber stamps prior decisions 
by the Revolutionary Command Council, which 
in turn rubber stamps Saddam Hussein's latest 
whim. That of course, makes any resolution by 
the assembly worth marginally less than any paper 
it might be written on - which, in turn, is probably 
worth a lot more than Saddam’s word. 
Saddam’s most famed encounter with paper 


and words was in 1979, when he ripped up, 
publicly and on television, a carefully negotiated, 
signed, permanent treaty with Iran, as Iraqi troops 
poured over the border to invade that unsuspect¬ 
ing country. With Kuwait, he didn’t even bother 
with pieces of paper - until now. And yesterday 


the world waited, as if for some significant event, 
a so-called “formal recognition” of Kuwait's 


right to exist 
As for as Kuwait is concerned, the emirate is 
much better off being on the receiving end of Iraqi 
invective and military feints. At least it knows 
exactly where it standi Since hope springs eternal 
in the human breast, especially when stoked by 
knowledgeable analysts, the unfortunate Kuwaitis 
might just be soporific enough to fell for the 
“recognition” ploy. In fact, being recognized by 
Saddam should feel as comforting as being recog¬ 
nized by a vampire on a dark night 
It can only be with a weary sigh that one may 
wonder when the world will stop playing games 
of democracy, diplomacy, and “recognition” 
with the likes of this man, as if he were fee prime 
minister of Denmark In a real country wife an 
elected leader, parliament and foreign minister, 
fee Kuwaiti and sanctions “problems” could be 
solved in ten minutes over a cup of coffee. What 
Saddam Hussein may or may not recognize is 
irrelevant The only important development worth 
waiting for is fee moment Iraqis deny fee right to 
exist of this “mother of all leaders.”

Hussein: ‘l am ready’ 


rf-IHREE weeks after the Six 

n Day War, Dr. Ya'acov Her- 

JL zog met King Hussein in 
London. “Is Your Highness ready 
to sign a peace treaty wife Israel?” 
asked Premier Eshkol’s special 
emissary. 

The king’s reply was; “Yes, I am 
ready. Bnt give me time. I must go 
forward together with the rest of 
the Arab world.” 

Today, circumstances are such 
that H usse in can move in tandem 
with other Arab states, Egypt has 
signed a peace treaty with Israel; 
the PLO nas signed the Declara¬ 
tion of Principles. Syria is engaged 
in clarifications preparatory to ne¬ 
gotiating with Israel, and Saudi 
Arabia has done away with the 
boycott on countries which do 
business with us. 

Hussein was actually ready to 
join the Sadat-Begin negotiations 
in 1978, and phoned Anwar Sadat 
at Camp David. But Sadat turned 
him down, and the Americans 
went along with SadaL This served 
to push Hussein temporarily into 
the arms of the rejectionist front, 
formed in Baghdad to protest 
against Egypt’s peace moves. 

But Hussein was maintaining 
special ties with Israel He wasn’t 
able to reveal these until July this 
year, owing to threats and pres¬ 
sure from Syria and the PLO. 
Now, things are different: the king 
seems to feel that Syria’s drive for 
a dialogue wife Washington has 
diminished the impact of Syrian 
pressure to stop Jordan conduct¬ 
ing separate negotiations wife 
Israel. 

Hussein’s contacts with Israel 
throughout the years extended to 
the conclusion of secret agree¬ 
ments on borders, water and secu¬ 
rity. Now, despite bis promise to 
Hafez Assad feat open negotia¬ 
tions with Israel were aimed only 
at retrieving territory and water, 
and that a final peace treaty would 
be signed only within the frame¬ 
work of a settlement in “all chan-

nels” (after Israel and Syria settle 
all fee differences between than),

Hie treaty wife Israel contains an 
agreement about building dams on 
fee Yamrak; in opposition to this, 
Jordan’s agreement with Syria 
calls for building the “Unity Dam” 
on the same river. 

Jordan has liberated itself from 
past Syrian military threats and 
political and economic pressure 
aimed at preventing its dialogue 
wife Israel Now, tf there is no 
movement in the Israel-Syria rela¬ 
tionship - or at least in relations 
between Syria and fee US - the 
king win have to invest a lot of 
effort in reconciling Syria to these 
-peace moves. 


FEW REMEMBER that a non¬ 
aggression pact between Israel and 
Jordan was initialed in 1950. Bnt it 
never went beyond fee initialing 
stage.

The Ministry of Tourism recog¬ 
nizes the obvious advantages of 
maintaining tourist offices in all ma¬ 
jor cities in Israel In {act, Jerusalem 
boasts two such offices. Since a large 
percentage of tourists to Israel are of 
haredi or Orthodox persuasion, why 
not open at least one office, especial¬ 
ly in Jerusalem where an even greater 
percentage of tourists are Orthodox, 
that will accommodate their needs? 


Tourist offices are designed to 
serve the seeds of.all religions and 
denominations, you could argue.

Hussein has always been aware 
of the limits to which he could go 
in seeking peace with Israel That 
is why even during his first conver¬ 
sation wife an Israeli representa¬ 
tive in 1963, he said: “The final 
settlement will demand much 
time. That is why it is our historic 
duty to open, discreetly, fields of 
cooperation which will lead to the 
desired agreement” 

And he has taken discreet steps 
in this direction all along - except 
for his one major slip in 1967. And 
over all these years, Israel has 
tried to help him. 

This quiet cooperation yielded 
results. It led to a comprehensive 
distribution of water between Isra¬ 
el and Jordan; Israel's withdrawal 
from 85 sq. km. in the Arava, and 
the handing over of that area to 
Jordan. It also led to security ar¬ 
rangements os fete banters. 

But Hussein never told his peo¬ 
ple. Now, he can, make the an¬ 
nouncement to the Jordanian par¬ 
liament, pointing to fee agreement 
with Israel, ■ which gives Jordan 
hundreds of sq: km. and tens -of 
millions of cubic meters of .water: 

To help Hussein sell the agree¬ 
ment to Jordan and the Arab 
world, Israel has shown a great 
deal of generosity. In truth, Jor¬ 
dan’s dissociating itself from Judea 
and Samaria meant it was entitled 
to less water, not more; but Israel 
wasn’t about to be pedantic about 
fete water issue, nor about borders. 
It viewed its concessions as confi¬ 
dence-budding measures. 

It is still too early to tell how 
Hussein will reciprocate this gen¬ 
erosity. Clearly, he is assuming 
that . fee agreement win not pro- 
vote angry Arab reaction. 

Israel has done what it could to 
mate things easy for the king. But 
Hnssein is still taking a gamble.

F ROM recent statements by 
Syrian President Assad and 
his foreign minister which 
speak of Syria’s “strategic'’ move 
toward peace, it is safe to judge 
that economic benefits are the pri¬ 
mary motive for Syrian participa¬ 
tion in the negotiations.

W HAT a marathon. What 
a celebration. 

Linking Thursday’s 
program marking the fifth anni¬ 
versary of the Suzanne Della! 
Dance and Theater Center with 
the center's Second International 
Dance Competition made the oc¬ 
casion all the more rare and 
wonderful.'

Two more programs, one fea¬ 
turing quotations from other Na- 
barin works and from William 
Forsythe's Vile Parody, brought 
the first day to well past midnight. 

. Without the fanfare of the first 
international modern competition 
two years ago, the second began 
the following day with entries 
from Brazil, the US, Canada, 
Hungary, Holland and Israel. 

Two more days and nights intro¬ 
duced even more intriguing contes¬ 
tants, showing quartets and duets as 
required by the rules, but also 
bringing a sense of the world that 
made the “competition" almost un¬ 
necessary. Almost every entrant 
could hare been a winner, and all- 
from Korea, Poland and England, 
for example - were entertaining. 

Most of the competition chore¬ 
ography drew on traditional 


the New Israeli Opera, somehow 
she has the feeling she could have 
been invited more often to sing in 
this country.

city almost eight years ago. 

Greenberg's schedule is rather 
full. She performs in opera houses 
and conceit stages all over Eu¬ 
rope, but says that the most inter¬ 
esting part of any opera produc¬ 
tion is the rehearsals. “TTiis is a 
process of learning and develop¬ 
ment,” she says. “This is when 
you can think. On stage, the ener¬ 
gy is kept only through the first 
three shows. After that, the dra¬ 
matic tension slips and you have to 


work very hard to keep it up." 

Greenberg likes her work but 
not some of the pretensions which 
so often go with it. *Tm easy to 
get along with and to work with. 
I’m not a diva, I hate being a 
prima donna. There are many 
singers who behave like prima 
donnas, although they are not and^ 
there are only a few real prima 1 
donnas.” she says.

Being a coloratura is not thatj 
easy. “You need the attitude of a 
circus artist, as if you are walldng ( 
on a tightrope with nothing be-, 
neath you. Coloratura is basically, 
fireworks. And my job is to showj 
the audience that although they 
expect me to fail, I will not," she. 
says. 

“[Director] Robert Wilson once, 
told me that the only way to sue-' 
ceed is to look at the audience as if 
1 want to kill each and every one 
of them. 1 don’t want to kill them, 
I love the audience, but 1 need 
some of that attitude as well.”

L IKE Sineud O’Connor her¬ 
self. Universal Mother 
(NMC), her fourth album, 
is slightly bonkers. And breath- 
takingly beautiful. 

O'Connor seduces strictly on 
her own terms, opening the album 
with a cut of Germaine Greer lec¬ 
turing on female politics for the 
BBC in 2970. 

Greer is howlingly naive, envi¬ 
sioning a future in which women's 
intuitive understanding has made 
traditional politics irrelevant. 
Nonetheless, the lecture does con¬ 
tain the worthy insight that “the 
opposite to patriarchy is not matri¬ 
archy. It's fraternity." 

Surely this is one of the oddest 
opening acts for a pop album. But 
keep listening. Luce her adored 
friend Peter Gabriel, whom she 
seems to have irritated by at¬ 
tempting suicide while traveling 
with Ms show, O’Connor can go 
off half-cocked when it comes to 
realpolitik and get away with it. 

She more than redeems herself 
toward the close of the album with 
a revolutionary tour de force of a 
spoken-word track called “Fam¬ 
ine." This blends remarkably as¬ 
tute spiritual and psycho-soda! in¬ 
sights with an oral history of the 
Potato Famine of 1847. O'Connor 
says it was no famine at all. but 
rather an act of orchestrated geno¬ 
cide by the British. 

Some of the first notes on this 
track belong to a sample of a vio¬ 
lin solo from Fiddler on the Roof. 
O'Connor also places the Star of 
David (usually with a dot above its 
right arm) all over the cover. 

The album’s second track, its 
first single, "Fire On Babylon” is 
quite interesting musically, kick¬ 
ing off with a sample from jazz 
great Miles Davis, 

I must admit to having groaned 
when first introduced to this track 
by an MTV announcer, who ear¬ 
nestly explained that the song was 


about O’Connor's abusive moth¬ 
er. How siekeningly trendy, one 
thinks. Yet O'Connor is not just 
jumping on h bandwagon. 

She is most convincing in an 
interview in Q magazine m which 
when she describes how “my 
mother would force me to lie on 
the floor and she would stamp on 
my abdomen with the intention of 
bursting my womb.” 

In the interview, O'Connor, 
who had the sense to find a good 
therapist about a year ago, looks 
back and gives a Freudian analysis 
of such outrageous acting-out as 
her tearing up a picture of the 
pope on Saturday Night Live. 

This was, she explains, an at¬ 
tempt to get attention from the 
father who first failed to protea 
her as a child, then seemed “more 
worried about what my granny’s 
sister in Waterford" thought 
about her public disclosures, than 
the fact that such monstrous abuse 
had happened in the first place. 

Ludaly, instead of wallowing in 
such insights, she spins them into 
the gold of a record, which is one 
form of public-service 
announcement. 

In “Famine” O’Connor quotes 
the statistic that Ireland has the 
Mghest rate of child abuse in the 
European Union. Don’t knock 
this woman. She knows she’s hard 
to take, but, like her role model, 
St. Joan, she is a national heroine. 

Almost all of the r emaining songs 
are quietly lovely. Whether she is 
singing to her ex-husband, drum¬ 
mer and co-producer John Reyn¬ 
olds, in the acoustic “John, I Love 
You” or to her seven-year-old son 
on "My Dariing Child,” backed 
only by Phil Coulter’s impeccable 
piano and the Irish Chamber Or¬ 
chestra. her totally open heart 
packs a wallop. This is industrial- 
strength purity. The album is enjoy¬ 
ing mega sales internationally, 
which is cause for rejoicing.

ELCO submitted the highest of 
three bids for the purchase of con¬ 
trolling interest in Shekem, the 
last stage in the sale of the govern¬ 
ment-owned department store 
chain, the Treasury reported 
yesterday.

Taste of Israel files suit against Burger Ranch

TASTE of Israel yesterday announced it has filed a suit 
against Burger Ranch for failin g to follow through on an 
agreed share swap. 

Taste of Israel has asked the court to uphold the terms 
of a January 31 contract with Burger Ranch. At that time. 
Burger Ranch agreed to sell Taste of Israel 34 percent of 
its shares. 

Taste of Israel paid $1 million for 17.5% of the shares 
and swapped 234,000 of its own shares, worth 51.5m., for 
120,000 Burger Ranch shares. 

Burger Ranch is now refusing to trade. 

“Our claim is that Taste of Israel did not fulfill their 
obligations, did not make the transfer in time, and should 
therefore either pay in cash or drop the additional 16.5% 
share purchase, to which we have no argument,” Burger 
Ranch general manager Ron Lapid said. 

The date for transfer was March 31. 

“We want the courts to confirm that we have fulfilled our 
obligation to the contract and tendered the shares to 
Burger Ranch when we received permission from the 
Israel Securities and Exchange Commisison, ” Taste of 
Israel general manager Leonard Sackstein said. 

The heart of the argument is that 234,000 shares were 
worth Sl-5m. at the time of the transaction, but “with the 
stock exchange having gone down, their value has 
(hopped to half,” Sackstein said. 


The sides have failed to reach a settlement over the past 
few months. 

“I think there has been a willingness to reach an 
agreement, but it just has not come about,” Sackstein 
said. "The decision to turn the matter over to the courts 
was made, because we lost faith that we would ever reach 
an agreement.” 

Ironically, he said “die purpose of the exercise was to 
get deeper into the deal with Burger Ranch. We believe in 
Burger Ranch. They have an excellent product, it is a 
well-nm organization, and we have total confidence in 
general manager Ron Lapid.” 

Sackstein adried that both companies are doing well, 
and the stalemate is not due to financial distress on either 
side. 

Sackstein also has a personal interest in wanting the 
matter to be settled peacefully, since he and Lapid are 
friends from their school days. 

■ It is always uncomfortable when two old friends meet 
in court, but Sackstein said the “litigation will be con¬ 
ducted in a gentlemanly fashion. There has been no 
dishonesty and no breach of trust It is strictly a business 
matter.” 

Lapid agreed, saying “this is a commercial dispute 
which we have found difficult to resolve. We will let 
someone else decide for ns.”

AN intenninisterial committee to re¬ 
view the country’s food import policy 
has been appointed and will be head¬ 
ed by State Revenues Director Yoram 
Gabbai, the Treasury announced 
yesterday.

JOHANNESBURG (AP) - Sooth 
African rugby union officials de¬ 
nied yesterday that Michael Catt of 
England was paid for playing rug¬ 
by In Sonth Africa. 

Catt’s comments, published in 
The Mail on Sunday newspaper in 
England, were the first disclosure 
by a player of long-suspected pay¬ 
ments by Strath African officials. 

He said Ire received 900 rand 
($257) per match to play for East¬ 
ern Province two years ago, paid in 
cash before each of five games, the 
newspaper reported. 

Catt also said he received a lump 
sum of JO,000 rand (S2J150) to play 
a season with the Crusaders Tech- 
nikon dub, which is affiliated with 
the Port Elizabeth Technikoo, a 
training college, according to the 
newspaper. 

“Otherwise, you could get 150 
rand ($43) per match and an 80 
rand ($23) win bonus," Catt was 
quoted as saying. 

Eastern Province and Crusaders 
Tedurikon officials called the re¬ 
port untrue. 

"We haven’t paid him a cent," 
Eastern Province manager Japie 
.Wessels said. “We've heard the 
story, but we never, never paid 
him to play." 

Like all players, Catt received a 
spending allowance, probably 
about 300 rand ($86) per match, as 
reimbursement for personal costs, 
Wessels said. 

Dr. Afex van der Walt, president 
of Crusaders Tedinikon, said that 
Catt was a part-time student at the 
college on a sports scholarship of 
L800 rand ($515) for the year. He 
said the dub never paid Catt to 
play rugby. 

The comments by Catt come as 
the International Rugby Board 
prepares to meet in Vancouver this 
week. The issue of paying players 
in the traditionally amateur rugby 
onion is likely to come up.

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Workers have until 
tomorrow to ‘butt out’ 


A BEHAVIORAL revolution is 
about to begin, with the law ban¬ 
ning smoking in all the country's 
60,000 workplaces - except for 
closed, but weH-ventflaied smok¬ 
ing rooms - taking effect tomor¬ 
row. 

The regulation - passed unani¬ 
mously by the Knesset Labor and 
Social Affairs Committee early 
this year and signed by Health 
Minister Ephraim Sneh three 
months ago - is one of the strictest 
in the world. 

The “experimental” regulation 
will be to effect for a yean during 
this period, a team established by 
the Health Ministry with represen¬ 
tatives from the manufacturers, 
private employers, and the Hista- 
drut mil establish a committee for 
smoking rules in each workplace. 
At the end of the year, possible 
changes will be considered. 

The ministry will sponsor an 
open phone line today with ex¬ 
perts on heart disease and cancer, 
as well as representatives of the 
Israel Cancer Association, the So¬ 
ciety for the Prevention of Smok¬ 
ing, and the Work Safety Institute. 
It will accept calls between 4 and 7 
pja. at the toll-free number 177- 
022-3003. 

Some common questions about 
the new law: 

Q. What is considered a 
“workplace”? 

A. Anywhere more than one per¬ 
son works that is not a residence. 
A place where unpaid volunteers 
work is not considered a 
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workplace. 

Q. I work alone in my room. May I 
smoke there? 

A. Yes. A room used by only one 
person - or by a number of indi¬ 
viduals all of whom are smokers - 
may be considered a smoking 
room. 

Q. I work in an office where work¬ 
ers are separated by dividers that 
do not reach np to the ceiling. Can 
a colleague smoke in a compart¬ 
ment or designate it a “smoking 
room”? 

A. No, because the smoke would 
reach other workers. Smoking 
rooms must be dosed, but well 
ventilated. 

Q. I am the manager of an office 
that has only four rooms. There Is 
no room for a separate smoking 
room. What should I do? 

A. Smokers wili have to go out¬ 
doors to light up, unless you can 
designate one of die four roams as 
a smoking room. For more infor¬ 
mation on designating a smoking 
room, call the Work Safety Insti¬ 
tute, (03) 200281. 

Q. My company set no-smoking 
rules in the entire budding several 
years ago. Do I have to set up a 
smoking room now? 

A. No. Any employer may declare 
smoking off limits if he wishes for 
a variety of reasons, including 
safety, the nature of work, or hy¬ 
giene. Smokers may go outdoors. 

Q. Where can I complain about 
violations? 


A. Employers are bound to pro¬ 
tect their non-smoking workers 
from health damage from the 
smokers. If your employer does 
not enforce the regulation, you 
may complain to the Health Minis¬ 
try’s Occupational Health Service, 
tel. (02)254893. This office will 
also suggest practical ways of im¬ 
plementing the regulation. As a 
last resort, you can complain to a 
municipal inspector or the police, 
who are entitled to fine violators 
NTS 180. 

Q. I am an employer and would 
like to sponsor smoking-cessation 
courses at work. Who gives these 


courses. 

A. To see other places where 
courses are held on the job, call 
the Institute for Workers’ Health, 
(09) 909997 or write to POB 3, 
Ra’anana. For smoking-cessation 
courses, call the Israel Cancer As¬ 
sociation (03) 5717234, Telemeida 
(03) 5717888, or fax (03) 5719578. 
Q. Does the regulation change the 
con ditio ns in public places where 
onnUng has been banned for sev¬ 
eral years, snch as buses, elevators, 
and lecture hails? 

A. No. All the previous regula¬ 
tions remain in place. Smoking 
rooms need not be established in 
places where smoking was totally 
banned. 

Q. Where can I get free no-smok¬ 
ing posters and stickers?

THE bill to tax stock market prof¬ 
its passed its first reading in the 
Knesset yesterday, after the 
House Committee decided in a 
stormy session to waive the rale 
requiring bills to be presented 48 
hours before the first reading. 

The bill would create, as its de¬ 
fault option, a 10% tax on all prof¬ 
its without the possibility of offset¬ 
ting losses against profits. Those 
who want to, however, could file 
tax returns, offset their losses, and 
pay a 20% tax. For the first two 
years, investors will only have to 
decide at the end of the year 
whether'or not to file; after that, 
however, they will have to decide 
at the beginning of each year. 

The bill also includes a 15% tax 
on profits from the sale of shares 
in mutual funds. Profits on existing 
bonds will be tax-free, but new 
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bond issues will be taxed at foe 
same rate as stocks. 

The bill was submitted only yes¬ 
terday afternoon. Since house 
rules reqnire all bills to made 
available to the MKs 48 hours be¬ 
fore the first reading, the plenum 
was able to discuss the bill only 
after the House Committee ap¬ 
proved a special exception to this 
rule. 

Income Tax Commissioner 
Doron Levy told the committee 
that ihi<8 haste was justified, be¬ 
cause the banking system will need 
time to prepare before the law 
takes effect on January 1. It is 
therefore imperative to pass the 
law quicldy, so they will have 
enough time, he said. 

But opposition MKs protested 


vigorously, saying it would be im¬ 
possible to hold an imeiligem de¬ 
bate on the bill last night, when 
none of the MKs had even read it 

“This is simply railroading a 
vote,” charged Yitzhak Levy 
(NRpy 

“This bill needs to be studied,” 
said Ariel Weinstein (Likud). “I 
ask the Knesset not to show con¬ 
tempt for itself just because the 
government is showing contempt 
for us.” 

“The bill will come up at 9r00 
tonight,” retorted committee 
chairman Haggai Merom (Labor), 
who accused the opposition of 
merely trying to embarrass the 
government “Whoever wants to 
can sit and read it before then.” 

The debate quickly degenerated 


into a shouting match, and coali¬ 
tion whip Eli Dayan (Labor) had 
to tun around frantically to bring 
in MKs from other committees to 
ensure his 6-5 margin on the vote, 
after two MKs - Raphael Pinhasi 
(Shas) and Law Committee chair¬ 
man Dedi Zucker (Meretz) - de¬ 
cided that the opposition was cor¬ 
rect and walked out of the room. 

Afterwards, Michael Eitan (Li¬ 
kud) threatened that the opposi¬ 
tion would make the government 
pay for this move by entangling 
the bill in numerous procedural • 
debates.

SOME produce from Gaza is grown 
using human and chicken excrement 
for irrigation and fertilizer, thereby 
creating a significant health hazard. 
Agriculture Ministry representatives 
told the Knesset Economics Commit¬ 
tee yesterday. 

Health Ministry representatives 
told the committee that 38 of 166 
produce samples from Gaza they ex¬ 
amined over the last few months were 
found to contain significant health 
hazards. As a result, the import of 
beans and zucchini from Gaza has 
been banned. 

Ruth Kringel, head of the Consum¬ 
er Protection Authority, said checks 
done by her group before Rosh Ha- 
shana turned up forbidden levels of 
pesticides and contamination from 
excrement in a significant number of 
samples, even in vegetables whose 
import was not banned, such as let¬ 
tuce and parsley. 

The Health and Agriculture minis¬ 
try officials warned that the situation 
is likely to get worse, because they 
have been thrown out of their testing 
site near Gaza. There is not enough 
manpower and equipment to do prop¬ 


er checks at the border crossings, they 
said. 

C ommi ttee chairman Gideon Patt 
(Likud) demanded that the import of 
produce from Gaza be banned until 
proper supervisory mechanisms are 
in place. 

“If someone is burning to honor 
the agreements we signed, let him act 
to get the necessary systems set up 
quickly, so the produce will be 
checked before being sold,” he said. 

Agriculture Minister Ya’acov Tsur 
objected to this idea, saying the 
agreements requiring a certain 
amount of produce from Gaza to be 
let in had to be honored. 

However, he added, there was 
nothing in the agreements to prohibit 
the necessary checks, and be agreed 
that the current system was 
insufficient 

Both he and Patt suggested that 
requiring produce to be labeled with 
its place of origin might help. 

All of the MKs present demanded 
that the government take action. Patt 
said be would hold another emergen¬ 
cy meeting on the subject with the 
health and agriculture ministers.
